Fourteen people officially filed 
their nomination papers by 
yesterday's nomination dead¬ 
line. 

Only two incumbents will 
try to keep their seats. Allan 
Engel and Norman Pratt will vie 
for the seats they have held for 
the past 4 years. New candi¬ 
dates also seeking the same 
seats are Gayle Margaret Veno, 
George Anderson, Brian Parry 
Banfield, Peter M. Crosby, 
Edward Vermunt, Dan Peters, 
Willard Swalm, Vance Van 
Dam, Brian Baswick, Roderick

The second most hotly 
contended position on town 
council is the mayor's seat.

A developer working on two 
major projects for Didsbury says 
she sees tremendous potential in 
the town 

Gladys Ringheim, a former 
resident who recently returned to 
Didsbury, said she came home 
because of the great opportuni¬ 
ties here 

"I believe up to now this has 
been a sleeper town, but it is 
going to grow,” she said. "I see 
tremendous potential or else I 
wouldn't be here.” 

Ringheim moved back to 
Didsbury after a 45-year absence 
to oversee 2 of her own projects 
in town; a 57 unit adult-living 
condo project and a 48 unit motel 
to be built beside the new indoor 
swimming facility. 

Ringheim, who has worked 
in real estate, marketing, tourism 
and publishing, said Didsbury is 
the perfect place for both her 
projects 

"I was raised here and I 
think it's a good town,” she said. 
"But I was also attracted because 
of the facilities. We have great 
medical facilities and so much for 
sports. It's also a very pretty 
town, very scenic and so many 
towns aren't.” 

The changes which have 
occurred in Didsbury over the 
past year, which include the 
town's vote to build the indoor 
swimming pool, are going to 
attract people and .money to 
Didsbury Ringheim said, not just 
seniors. 

"There are some who think 
this [adult-living condo] type of 
project will turn this into a 


senior's town,” she said "But 
this is a people's town. I have had 
lots of calls on the project-some 
from young families who want to 
move to Didsbury So [rather 
than just attracting seniors], the 
project will free up family homes 
so these families can move in. 

The condo project, which is 
called Countrywynde, will be a 57 
unit complex on 9 acres of land 
Features of the project will 
include a 3,800 square foot club 
house, garden spots, putting 
green, horseshoe pits, secured 
RV parking, and a security 
entrance. Ringheim said she is 
just putting the final touches on 
construction plans before begin¬ 
ning to build 

The second project is a 48 
unit motel which will be built 
beside the new indoor swimming 
pool facility currently under 
construction Ringheim said the 
motel will include a family 
restaurant, fireside dining lounge 
and conference room Plans are 
to complete the motel by the time 
the pool is ready to open and the 
condo project by sometime this 
spring 

But besides her work on the 
2 projects, Ringheim said she is 
also interested in getting more 
involved with the town. 

"I'm very interested in the 
Chamber and I would like to help 
market the town,” she said. 
"Didsbury is starting to attract 
business people with entrepre¬ 
neurial spirit and forward think¬ 
ing ideas, and I think even more 
people will start contributing 
because they see something 
happening.”

Two methods for those who 
wish to help out the Weber family 
after their tragic loss have been 
set up by the family's church 
Didsbury Missionary Church 
Assistant Pastor Tom Hilchie 
said the church has set up two 
means for those who may wish to 
help 

Hilchie said the first option 
is to give to a fund set up 
especially for the Webers 

"They can give to the church 
and we will see that the money is 
channeled directly to the fami¬ 
ly," he said. "But, unfortunately 
we can't issue a tax receipt for 
that." 

The second option for 
donation is through the church's 
emergency fund. Hilchie said 
that the church will try to ensure 
the money is directed to the 
Webers, but said tax laws may 
interfere with all the money 
getting to them 

"Any one who needs more 
information about how that works 
can call the church and we will 
give them more of an explana¬ 
tion," Hilchie said. 


Money and calls from 
concerned friends and neighbors 
have continued to pour into the 
church after the fatal explosion at 
the Weber's family home on 
September 11 which injured 
E bba Weber and killed her 
husband Cecil Weber 

Hilchie said the response 
has been overwhelming 

"I know there was just a pile 
of cards with money in it for the 
family that came through at the 
funeral," he said. "The support 
and encouragement has been 
incredible." 

Hilchie said the church will 
continue to support the family 
with donated funds but said they 
plan to wait before accepting 
donations of clothes and house¬ 
hold goods. 

"We really appreciate the 
generosity but we would like to 
wait until a decision is made 
about where E bba plans to live 
and also on the insurance 
company."

TransAlta Utilities Corporation (TransAlta) has requested that the Public Utilities Board (the Board) adopt a 
procedure to allow TransAlta to apply, in an expeditious manner, for a change in TransAlta's existing rates, 
tolls and charges or schedules thereof, with respect to electric service provided to its customers in Alberta, 
effective January 1. 1993. The Board will hold a pre-hearing conference with respect to the request on 
Friday. October 2, 1992 at its Edmonton offices on the 12th Floor, 10055 - 106 Street, commencing at 9:30 
AM. The purpose of the pre-hearing conference is to establish procedures and dates for the complete rate 
application to be submitted by TransAlta, the date for the hearing of the application and to deal with such 
other matters as may be appropriate. 

PARTICULARS OF THE NOTICE OF INTENT TO APPLY FOR A RATE INCREASE 
The Board approved inclusion of Sheerness Unit 2 generating station in rate base for the 1992 test year in 
Decision E9I093, dated December 16, 1991. The mid-year convention resulted in only a portion of the 
annualized costs of Unit 2 being included in TransAlta's approved 1992 revenue requirement. TransAlta 
gave notice of its intent to apply for a rate increase that would generate an increase in 1993 revenues to 
recover the remaining annualized costs attributable to Sheerness Unit 2 and other costs. 

TransAlta has proposed an expedited process for its rate application which it considered would be more effi¬ 
cient and less costly. Under TransAlta'a proposal interested parties would attempt to reach a consensus on 
the appropriate elements and levels of costs which may form the basis of rates, effective January I, 1993. 
Evidence of such consensus would be put before the Board in support of the application. 


TransAlta requested that the following items be discussed at the pre-hearing conference: 


1. the process whereby consensus would be sought. 

2. the role of Board staff as observers of the process, 

3. the options if substantial consensus is not reached, and 

4. the handling of applicant and intervenor cost claims 

TO INTERVENE IN THE HEARING 

Interested parties who wish to be registered as an Intervenor in these proceedings should set out their name, 
address and the way in which these proceedings affect them in a notice of intervention.

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Town council notes

Didsbury residents annoyed 
by loud train whistles won't be 
receiving any relief from the 
CPR 

At a meeting with Didsbury 
Town Council, CPR representa¬ 
tive John Redicopp said train 
engineers are forced by law to 
toot their horns through munici¬ 
pal rail crossings 

"The rule by-law is that the 
drivers must start whistling V. 
mile from the crossing and 
continue until the crossing is fully 
occupied," he said. 

But while law dictates when 
trains must whistle, Redicopp 
said that law can be circumvent¬ 
ed by an anti-whistling by-law. 

An anti-whistling by-law, 
passed by a municipal council, 
would prohibit trains from using 
their whistles within town limits 
Redicopp said Calgary and 
Crossfield are two municipalities 
who have anti-whistle by-laws. 

"We've found the towns 
who have these by-laws are 
pretty safe," said Redicopp 
"They usually have flashing 
lights and crossing arms [while I 
don't have any official statistics] I 
don't think there is any signifi¬ 
cant difference between when 
there is a whistle and when they 
don't whistle." 

But while such a by-law 
would help residents bothered by 
the noisy trains, Councillor Doug 
Sharpe said Didsbury would 
probably not look into instituting 
one 

"We went through this 
while anti-whistling thing a few 
years back, it even went as far as 
first reading," Sharpe said. "But 
then coincidently, there was a 
fatality and the whole thing was 
dropped If there is a remote 
possibility someone |s going to 
get hurt because of no whistle, 
we don't want to do it." 

A group representing Dids¬ 
bury will be travelling to 
Edmonton later this fall in an 
effort to bring a sewage 
treatment pilot project to town. 

Councillor Marjorie Malin¬ 
owski said town representatives 
will meet with a researcher along 


with 35 other municipalities to 
learn more about a new process 
for a lagoon system which uses 
more environmentally sensitive 
method to treat raw sewage 

Malinowski said the invita¬ 
tion to attend the meeting 
stemmed from research into 
alternate methods of sewage 
treatment by Didsbury's recently 
formed E nvironmental Advisory 
Board. 

Two Didsbury residents 
have been nominated to receive a 
special medal from the Canadian 
government to recognize their 
community contributions. 

Anne Milne and Annie 
Pringle will be presented with the 
Canadian commemorative medal 
on October 24 by Wild Rose 
Member of Parliament Louise 
Feltham 

The medal was created by 
the federal government as part of 
celebrations for Canada's 125th 
birthday 

In nominating Milne and 
Pringle, Council said the two 
were chosen for their effort and 
commitment to the town. 

"I think if these two were to 
leave, we will need 20 others to 
replace each of them," said 
Councillor Marjorie Malinowski. 

Three new policies have 
been passed by town council in 
an effort to placate Didsbury 
business owners 

The policies, which dictate 
where the town will do business, 
were recommended by the 
General Government committee. 

Councillor Neville Marshall 
said the policies were recom¬ 
mended to make town operations 
more fair to businesses. 

"We want to spread the 
business around," he said. 

Under the new policies, 
Didsbury's public works equip¬ 
ment servicing will be alternated 
between all town service busi¬ 
nesses rather than just one. Town 
travel arrangements will now be 
alternated between the 2 travel 
agencies and town tire service 
will also be traded every 6 
months between the 2 tire 
businesses.

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Carstairs gets recycling project grant 


The Town of Carstairs has 
been awarded a $29,920 grant 
through Alberta's Action on 
Waste program to establish a 
paper and cardboard project to 
serve the Town and surrounding 
area Details of the grant were 
announced by Alberta Environ¬ 
ment Minister Ralph Klein, 
Olds-Didsbury Constituency 
MLA, Roy Brassard. 

"The Alberta Action on 
Waste program's goal is to 
reduce the amount of solid waste 
we produce by 50% by the year 


2000," said Klein. 

"One of the nice things 
about this project is that so many 
different types of materials will 
be collected which will help 
Alberta achieve its waste mini¬ 
mization goal," noted Brassard. 

The project will be operated 
by the Carstairs and District 
Lions Club. They will use a 
former seed cleaning plant which 
the Town has secured earlier for 
this purpose. The funds will be 
used to purchase a baler, 
forklift, pallet jack, two highway 


trailers for storage only, and 
storage bins. 

Under the Action on Waste 
program, municipalities and non¬ 
profit organizations can apply for 
Resource Recovery Crants to 
establish recycling and waste 
reduction projects. The Resource 
Recovery Crant Program has 
provided funds to over 200

"One of our mandates is to 
find an efficient way to deal 
with environmental problems," 
he said. "But we also have a 
financial responsibility. I can 
say that our people are working 
with the applicants right now 
and that the submission is still 
active. It isn't dead." 

Didsbury Town Admin¬ 
istrator Mike Storey said the 
town is looking into finding an 
appropriate building for the 
project and added that there 
are several alternatives to deal 
with the setback. 


"Right now we are looking 
for something we can either 
lease or use in the short term, 
then we can decide what to 
do," he said. "Council can 
either use a debenture and 
build a building or we could 
lease land apply for funding for 
that lease through the federal 
government in the Environmen¬ 
tal Partners Fund. They only 
fund operational costs." 

Both Storey and Banfield 
feel that once the town shows 
how successfully they can run 
the recycling project, the prov¬ 


ince may be more willing to 
supply funds for a building. 

In the meantime, Banfield 
said the group is not having 
much luck funding a building 
appropriate for the project but 
adds that once one is found, 
the rest of the funding is likely 
to fall in place. 

"We are having trouble 
finding a place because there is 
lack of buildings in Didsbury 
right now," he said. "But it is 
my feeling that once we find 
one, the project will be a go."

New research from Westco 
Fertilizer shows early deep 
banding of fertilizer-as early as 
September 25-is now an accept¬ 
able practice.

The compass, along with 
other navigational improvements 
of the 15th century, helped 
Europe to become a dominant 
seafaring power for the next 4 
centuries.

Second, our insurance 
company, and others, must 
charge everyone higher premi¬ 
ums because of the increasing 
number and increasing cost of car 
theft claims " 

With the support of local 
police services throughout the 
province, Alberta Solicitor Gen¬ 
eral and Alberta Lotteries, AMA 
has launched a three-part pro¬ 
gram to combat auto theft. 

The first component is a 
public awareness campaign 
"Billboards have already gone up 
in the province s six largest cities 
to catch people's attention," Dr. 
Allison said. 

The second component will 
help police identify which vehi¬ 
cles are being used legitimately 
between the hours of 1:00 a m 
and 5:00 a m., the period of 
highest risk of theft. 

"We have developed a decal 
for use by the great majority of 
drivers whose vehicles are not 
usually on our streets and 
highways overnight," Dr. Allison 
said "Simply showing this decal 
tells police that, if they see the 
car being driven between 1:00 
a m and 5:00 am, they can 
assume it has been stolen 

"All four western provinces 
now have a similar decal 
program," he said. "It is a 
proven way to deter car thieves 
So few vehicles are protected in 
any way, any security measure— 
including simply locking the 
doors and displaying this decal- 
may be enough to send a 
prospective theif on to an easier 
target." 

The third component of the 
program suggests the provincial 
government and the insurance 
industry consider changing the 
standard automobile policy to 
apply a deductible amount on 
theft or damage claims where 
the vehicle had been left 
unlocked or unattended 

Dr Allison also announced 
an increase to AMA's cash 
reward for information leading to 
a conviction in cases where a 
theft or hit-and-run collision 
involves an auto club member's

The following 
incident is an example of just 
such a happening 

A certain man was in charge 
of the warning system at a very 
dangerous railroad crossing He 
was very familiar with all the 
requirements as well as the train 
schedules However, one day he 
failed to drop the barricade and 
turn on the warning signal. As a 
result, a family of four pulled 
onto the tracks and into the path 
of the express. All of them were 
killed The watchman was 
brought to trial and convicted of 
"criminal negligence." He was 
sentenced to imprisonment for 
failing to carry out his duties. 
Think of it! Jailed for doing 
nothing 

How often could the same 
thing be true of us in our daily 


lives We don't want to become 
involved in the issues that are 
prevailing in our community. An 
election comes along and we do 
not take the time to go and place 
our mark on the ballot. The 
plebiscites that are held in our 
community don't stir us to any 
level of excitement Instead we 
sit back and watch what happens. 
Our attitude often is, "My one 
vote isn't going to make any 
difference in the outcome any¬ 
way." The problem is that there 
are many who think the same way 
and consequently the issues have 
a fat different outcome than 
possibly could or should have 
been because we were indifferent 
and did nothing 

It is our privilege and 
responsibility as citizens of this 
community and country to do our 
part in helping to shape the 
standards and regulations that 
affect the life style which we 
enjoy. Next time you are called 
upon to help decide an issue, do 
so. Don't be caught in the 
careless attitude that perhaps 
could someday have you "jailed 
for doing nothing "
